Animal cruelty charges 
for walker who kicked dog

A Portage Park man was charged with 
misdemeanor animal cruelty Thursday after a 
vicious dog-kicking incident at a West Loop 
apartment building that was captured by an 
elevator’s security camera. 

Jonathon Stenholt, 39, was arrested 
Thursday and charged after being identified 
as the person who kicked the dog in the 
100 block of North Desplaines Street. 

In the footage, the man, affiliated with the 
company Alone at Home Pet Care, appears to 
step on and then kick the small beagle, which 
tries to escape. 

Police responded to a call of animal abuse 
about 11:40 a.m. Tuesday a police spokesman 
said. Upon arrival, the building’s security staff 
showed the video to officers, who advised 
the staff to have the dog’s owner, who wasn’t 
present at the time, follow up with a police 


report if she wished to pursue the matter. 

The dog owner confirmed the validity of 
the video Thursday but otherwise declined to 
comment or be named. 

In an email to other Alone at Home Pet Care 
clients Wednesday which was obtained by 
the Tribune, she wrote: ‘T am extremely upset 
about this incident and the fact that I trusted 
{the dog walker} to come into my home and 
care for my dog. ... I felt that I had to share this 
video with all of you due to extreme concern for 
the safety of your animals.” 

Jim Cunningham, chief operating officer of 
Marquette Companies, which manages the 
apartment building, said the man in the video 
will no longer be allowed to care for animals at 
buildings managed by Marquette. 

“The great thing about this is the door staff 
noticed something was wrong and reported it 
to the resident,” he said. 


Terrier stolen from West Loop 
building turned in at shelter: owner

The owner of a West Highland white terrier 
stolen from a West Loop apartment last 
week said the dog was turned in Wednesday 
afternoon to a North Side shelter. 

Barnaby was turned in at PAWS Chicago, 
1997 N. Clybourn Ave., on Wednesday 
afternoon after someone spotted a man 
who looked like the burglar who had stolen 
the dog from Adam Johnston’s West Loop 
apartment about 1:20 p.m. May 18, Johnston 
said in a text message. 

Someone saw a man who looked like the 
burglar at a local pet supply store Wednesday 
afternoon and tried to get a cellphone photo 
of him, but he immediately left the store, 
Johnston said in a post on his Find Barnaby 


Facebook page. 

“We think maybe the suspect was spooked 
at having been recognized, but really don’t 
know for sure,” according to the post. 

Surveillance video released by Johnston 
shows someone going into the apartment 
building through a garage door and leaving 
a few minutes later with the dog. The victim 
called police about 5 p.m. May 18 to report 
he had discovered his apartment had been 
broken into and his dog stolen, police said. 

Barnaby, who is 6V2 years old, had just been 
returned to Johnston’s apartment by a dog 
walker, Johnston said.

Yes, the host of “The Bachelor” and “The 
Bachelorette” wrote a novel. 

And yes, of course it’s a romance novel. 

“The Perfect Letter,” whose release last 
week coincided with the Season ii premiere 
of “The Bachelorette” on ABC, 
centers around Leigh Merrill, 
who seems to have it all. The 
Harvard graduate is a book 
editor at a major New^^ork 
publishing company she has 
just completed “the biggest 
publishing coup this side of J.D. 

Salinger” by getting a reclusive 
author to publish his first 
book in 30 years and she’s in a 
serious relationship with fellow 
editor Joseph, who’s from old 
East Coast money but isn’t too 
much of a dick. 

But then Leigh’s invited 
to Austin, Texas, to give the 
keynote address at a writers’ 
conference. She hasn’t been 
home in nearly a decade, and 
the mystery of her past quickly 
unfolds along with a stack of 
letters left in her hotel room— 
half of them written by her 
during her college years to her 
childhood sweetheart Jake, the 
other half Jake’s responses that 
he never sent. 

Through the letters and 
flashback chapters, the details 
of a court case and scandal 
that involved both Jake and Leigh 10 years 
ago and ultimately separated them slowly 
come to light— though, anyone who has seen 
a courtroom drama on TV likely will guess 
what that was all about before the big reveal 


about a third of the way into the book. 

That’s because “The Perfect Letter” is 
a mass of romantic drama cliches. It’s 50 
shades of Nicholas Sparks (though in all 
fairness, Harrison attributes Sparks’ influence 
on his writing in his acknowledgements). 

From the city girl returning 
to her rural roots, to the 
flashbacks of an all-consuming 
teenage romance, to the 
stack of unread letters, to 
the childhood sweetheart- 
vs.-current-boyfriend love 
triangle, it’s all been said and 
done dozens, if not hundreds, 
of times before. 

And yet, while it was 
a book I had no trouble 
setting down whenever 
something more interesting 
was happening (so, whenever 
anything else was happening), 

I didn’t have to force myself to 
keep reading either. There’s a 
reason Nicholas Sparks books 
are almost guaranteed best- 
sellers. There’s a reason sappy 
romances grace movie screens 
year in and year out. There’s a 
reason there’s been 19 seasons 
of “The Bachelor” and ii 
seasons of “The Bachelorette.” 

With its unsurprising 
twists and turns, “The Perfect 
Letter” gives readers exactly 
what they expect. If you’re 
looking for light, quick reading 
that doesn’t waste too many brain cells, you 
could do much worse — even if you can guess 
the ending of the novel from the very first 
page.

Nitro coffee 
at Beatrix

nitrogen for 48 hours and dispensed through 
a tap— kind of like a Guinness stout. That’s 
not the only thing it has in common with the 
brewski; nitro coffee boasts a foamy head, 
creamy taste and lots of tiny bubbles . 

The nitro coffee trend is bubbling up in 
other cities around the country but hasn’t 
yet caught on in Chicago. Heritage Bicycles, 
a bike and coffee shop in Lakeview, served 
nitro coffee for a short time more than a 
year ago. “We did it for a few months, but 
we couldn’t get the right recipe down. It’s 
tricky,” owner Michael Salvatore said. “It’s a 
great drink— so smooth. [I had it at] Stump- 
town’s cafe in New York and I immediately 
knew I wanted it at my cafe.” Salvatore 
continues to experiment and plans to put it 
back on the menu when he lands on a recipe 
he’s happy with, he said. 

“Our coffee program has always been a big 
part of what we’ve done at Beatrix since day

Chicago that were doing it and we wanted to 
be able to bring it to Chicago and use one of 
the local roasters.” 

Beatrix teamed up with MicroAlatic, a 
company that specializes in draft keg beer- 
dispensing equipment, to outfit its River 
North coffee bar. MicroMatic built the 
kegerator that houses and dispenses the spe- 
cialty blend. Economos said they keep five or 
six kegs on hand at all times to meet demand. 

Unlike beer, nitro coffee packs a caffeine 
punch— like, TKO-style. Economos said 
Beatrix’s kegged concoction has three times 
as much caffeine as a regular drip coffee. The 
secret? They use Intelligentsia’s Black Cat 
espresso beans to make the drink in-house. 

“Being able to have the flavors of Black 
Cat espresso chilled in a keg with this creamy 
head of foam is one of the coolest things ever,” 
Economos said. “I’d say it’s very similar to 
drinking a cold-brew ice coffee because the

when the bubbles settle and the flavors are 
most prominent. His additives of choice are 
simple syrup and a splash of almond milk, but 
nitro can be enjoyed plain, too. 

Verdict 

I was more than a little nervous about the 
triple-the-caffeine warning label that came 
with nitro coffee, but then a dreary Thursday 
rolled around and I couldn’t wait to pump my 
body full of coffee. 

First, a few things you should know about 
Beatrix: It opens at 6 a.m. every morning, has 
a laidback coffee bar and offers a boatload 
of drool-worthy pastries (i.e. angel food cake 
muffins dipped in chocolate). What I’m say- 
ing is you totally can pop in before work just 
like you would at Starbucks. 

Back to the nitro. When I ordered the spe- 
cialty coffee, my barista turned to a draught 
tower with one spigot. Just like a bartender

chilled coffee drinks, this one is served 
sans ice. While that may seem strange, the 
drink came out ice-cold and stayed that way 
throughout my six-block walk to work. 

But here’s the coolest thing about it: ^u 
really don’t need cream or sugar. To put this 
into perspective for you, I typically like my 
coffee to be the same color as Christina Agu- 
ilera’s skin circa 2000. 1 won’t go into details, 
but there’s a lot of cream and sugar involved. 
Because of all the tiny bubbles, nitro coffee 
tastes sweeter, less acidic and almost creamy 
Yay science! 

I got halfivay through the i2-oimce serving 
($4.25) before I had to pump the brakes and 
call it quits. The caffeine and full-body flavor 
filled me up faster than I expected. Though I 
wish I could order a smaller size. I’ll certainly 
be back for a cup o’ jolt in the near future.

Eek. It reminds me how my favorite jour- 
nalism professor at U. of I. said that every 
time he sat down to write, he feared that he 
wouldn’t be able to produce at a level any- 
where near his best. Cameron Crowe should 
know something about this— the writer- 
director’s first effort since 2011’s cutesy yet 
affecting “We Bought a Zoo” operates on 
cuteness overload, attempting to manufac- 
ture Crowe’s trademark sentimentality only 
through cloying, artificial sweetener. It gets 


dangerously close to unintentional self- 
parody 

Bradley “My Much-Younger Love Interests 
Should Be Playing My Kid Sister” Cooper 
stars as Brian, who returns to Hawaii after 
leaving the military for a contracting job 
that resulted in a leg injury of minimal 
consequence. It’s been 13 years since he’s 
seen his ex, Tracy, (Rachel McAdams), who 
has married non-communicative soldier 
Woody (John Krasinski) and had two kids, 
the younger of which (Jaeden Lieberher of 
“St. Vincent”) has the inside track as the 
summer’s most instantly grating character. 
Fixated on Hawaiian myths, the kid’s a gooey 
moppet that makes Jonathan Lipnicki’s ir- 
resistible tyke in “Jerry Maguire” seem both 
credible and badass by comparison. 

Likewise, ‘Aloha” is obsessed with myth 
but devoid of understanding and mystery It 
fumbles through the relationship between 


Brian and Allison (Emma Stone, also Woody 
Allen’s current muse for May-December 
stuff), the Air Force officer who volunteered 
to supervise him during his poorly depicted 
latest assignment. She’s a tough cookie on 
the outside but a soft, borderline unpro- 
fessional, inevitable love interest on the 
inside— their banter makes you wish theater 
seats came with fast-forward buttons. 

Though occasionally injected with energy 
(Alec Baldwin’s valuable supporting turn as 
a hot-headed general), the charmless ‘Aloha” 


prefers everything wishy-washy— its half- 
hearted love triangles, its shallow concept 
of privatized space exploration, its flattened 
idea of Hawaii and its people. Crowe, whose 
‘Almost Famous” is one of my all-time favor- 
ites, is both stuck in his comfort zone and 
out of his element, overwriting unnatural 
conversations with too many words, and the 
wrong ones. He’s also repeating previously 
explored ideas about lonely men at a profes- 
sional crossroads, this time with the pop and 
flavor of five-year-old gum.

Pretty scary and only

savior. He’s such a good guy in fact, that after 
one scene in which he’s a little rude to his 
soon-to-be-ex-wife Emma (Carla Gugino), he 
soon calls her and apologizes. 

A movie like “San Andreas” works if it 
delivers mega-destruction that widens your 
eyes, and you better believe it does. This 
movie is big, and if it’s wrong to frequently 
think/nearly say “Whoa,” I don’t want to be 
right. Writer Carlton Cuse (“Bates Motel”) 
and director Brad Peyton (“Cats and Dogs: 
The Revenge of Kitty Galore”) could have 
avoided cliches like Emma’s obviously jerky 
new boyfriend (loan Gruffudd) and a conve- 
niently tragic family history And countless 
lines like “%u need to see this” and “This is 
not over.” And Ray and Emma’s movie-long 
search to find their daughter Blake (Alexan- 
dra Daddario of “True Detective”), whose

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first scene of course finds her in a bikini. 

Still, take solace in Blake being given 
toughness and character, not just measure- 
ments. Aside from the cheaply patriotic end- 
ing and a few moments in which characters’ 
survival would be beyond impossible, “San 
Andreas” mostly avoids the tag of being 
unintentionally funny or persistently annoy- 
ing, something you can’t say about “2012.” It 


doesn’t feel like the movie’s having fun with 
tragedy, only providing a big-screen escape 
from real-life fear. The sense of terrified 
awe remains throughout, amid reasonably 
authentic notions of panic, selflessness and 
thievery among the scattering community 
Sometimes the only dialogue really needed 
is, ‘AHHHHHHHHHHHHHHHHH- 
HHH!!!!!!”
